So it is 
evident that with 300 pounds pressure at our 
command several more stories could be added 
to buildings and the department would stiil 
be able to cope with any flre.“

HOLD THE FORT. 

The House adjourned yesterday without 
making any progress in the settlement of the 
Wortd’s Fair appropriation question. The 
action of the Democratic caucus was futile in 


‘inducing sufficient members of that party to 


vote for a postponement of the consideration 
of the bill until December. There were the usu- 
al filibustering motions to adjourn, and three 
or tour recesses were taken in which the flli- 
busters sought to obtain Democratic recruits 
nting to them that it was now a 
question and that they should be bound 
vote of the caucus. Their efforts were 
abortive, however. The friends of the Fair 
ere steadfast in their position and refused to 
accept any tricky, hostile, pretended conc2s- 
sion or make any move looking towards a 
treacherous compromise. 

After conferences during recess a committee 
of ten, five for and five against the appropria- 
tion, was appointed to discuss the situation 
and if necessary to call another caucus to lay 
out some definite plan of action. Eight of the 


ten members of the committee practically 


agreed upon an outright appropriation’ of 
$2,500,000, or half what is needed, to be coined 
from abraded silver lying idle in the Treasury, 
and that this should be the condition of any 
agreement not to filibuster. Mr. Durborow, 
one of the members, objected that it was not 
enough, and properly so, since both Houses of 
Congress have voted an appropriation of 

$5,000,000, Now let the friends of the Fair hold 
that position if necesssary until the 4th of 
March next, when this Congress expires. It is 
time to determine whether a majority or a mi- 
nority is running the House and whether a bill 
which has passed both Houses regularly and 
fairly can be beaten after its passage by a 
brigadier minority of filibusters. This ques- 
tion is even more important than that of the 
Fair. Itis time for the country to know 
whether the joint action of both Houses of 
Congress can be defeated by Tammany and 
brigadiers, because if it can then the World’s 
Fair appropriation may not be the only one 
which will suffer. If this precedent be estab- 
lished then the country cannot feel sure of any 
legislation opposed by that combination of 
thieves and malcontents. 

For the sake of this great er of ma- 

jority rule, for the sake of the World’s Fair, 
for the sake of the national honor and the nub- 
lic faith the friends of the Fair should not re- 
cede one inch from their position. Let not a 
man desert his post. The whole country will 
sustain them. They must save the Fair in 
spite of its enemies. They must save ma- 
jority rule in spite of the Speaker and the 
malignant filibustera. Fight out this contest 
to the end. Meanwhile, if these Democratic 
obstructionists continue their tactics they will 
have to bear the responsibility. The solid Re- 
publican ranks have no concern in this mat- 
ter politically. They have done and will con- 
tinue to do their patriot:e duty by the Fair. 
it the appropriation is defeated they will not 
be to blame. No part of the responsibility 
for the Nation’s discredit can attach to them. 
No delay, however long, can be dangerous to 
them in any way. It remains to be seen 
whether the Democratic party will rise to the 
rescue of ite favorite doctrine that the. ma- 
jority must govern. Every friend of the Fair 
must help to hold the fort. 


OUR SECURITIES ABROAD. 

The London Financial Times replies toa 
correspondent that the silver problem in the 
United States has been followed with great 
interest in Europe, and possibly it has been 
looked into there more closely than “even by’ 
the slashing champions of the gold standard 
in this country. It says that immense quanti- 
ties of United States securities, public and 
private, are held by European investors, but 
they are not all currency securities, as seems 
to have been assumed by some writers on the 
western side of the Atlantic. A very large 
proportion, probably as much as 75 per cent, 
have been contracted to be paid in gold, and 
this statement admits of ready proof so far as 
Stock Exchange securities are concerned. It 
is left to be inferred that the other 25 per cent 
is open to realization in case holders become 
scared at the prospect of free silver. 

The official list of the London Stock Ex- 
change classifies American Tailroad bonds in 
three divisions—currency, gold, and sterling. 
The two latter fat outnumber the first. There 
are only twenty-nine currency bonds quoted 
as against 128 gold bonds and forty-two ster- 
ling issues. And the latter are small in amount 
as well as in number. About half of them 


— 


which are ten 
mostly as between the thumb and fiager, 
ready to be let go at any moment when the 
chances of payment being made in silver 
seem to be on the increase. The outward 
movement of gold from our shores, in com- 
pany with tremendously big exports of 

produce, caunot be explained well other- 
F 
proportion of these more shaky holdings 
have been sent back to this country during 
the ugitauon here for free silver coinage, and 
because of it. More would have been thrust 
back upon us but for the fact that so many in 
the Old World could not believe it possible 
the free silver fallacy would prevail among us. 
Hence it may be claimed that the advocacy of 
that delusion has been the one great cause of 
whatever businéss depression can be com- 
plained of legitimately. The free silver men 
in Congress have not only accomplished noth- 
ing themselves during the last five months, 
but have kept the business world waiting upon 
them in a state of partial stagnation when 
everything else favored the most prosperous 
activity. The fellews who are responsible for 
these conditions have much to answer for, and 
their wicked interference with the best inter- 
ests of the country should be punished at the 
polls.

Undoubtedly Stevenson’ will accept and 
make a speech, in which he will talk of the 
grand old State of Kentucky, how he loves 
her, how he. glories in the fact that he was 
born within her confines, how she has been a 
fruitful nfother of great men, of whom he is 
one; how loyal her people are to the free 
trade principles of the Democracy, and how 
pleased he is at the thought that she will give 
her Electoral votes to him and his fat copar- 


cener from New York. He will brag of the re- 


markable gailantry, patriotism, and honor of 
Kentuckians. Every one knows the palaver- 
ing harangue he will get off. 

But if he were loyal to Lilinois; if he had 
any affection for the people among whom he

I have boasted to Illinoisans 
that the ties which united the State of my birth 
and of my adoption never could be broken: and 
that the Kentuckians would always stand side by 
side with the Illingisans as they did at Buena 
Vista. In view of what has happened during the 
last few weeks regarding the World's Fair I have 
ceased my boasts and I am ashamed to own that 
I was born on the southern bank of the Ohio. 
Congress two years ago ordered a grand National 
Exposition to be held in the chief city of my State 
to celebrate the greatest event in the world’s 
history. The government is asked for recognition 
and necessary assistance to carry out the enlarged 
plans of its Fair. Thereupon the two Senators 
and nine of the eleven Representatives refuse ab- 
solutely to do that which Illinois has asked for 
and have resorted to disreputable filibustering to 
defeat the will of the majority. That is not my 
idea of brotherly love or of Kentucky chivalry, 
and I am ashamed of you. 

The Democrats of Illinois have given me the 
nomination for the Vice-Presidency, the second 
office in the gift of the people. 1 had hoped that 
Kentucky would feel flattered by this compli- 
ment to a son of hers and be ready to do all she 
could for the great Fair to be held in Illinois. 
The contrary is the case. Therefore, I cannot, 
without being disloyal to my own State, waste 
any sweet words on treacherous Kentuckians.

$335,000 to pay the debts of the Exposition to 
Foreigners and to pay for the premiums 
awarded as an amendment to the Sundry 
Civil bill, and not a question of its constitu- 
tionality was raised by any member of Tam- 
many or by any Southern Democrat. Every 
one of them voted the money enthusiastically. 
Among them were Blanchard of Louisiana, 
Cobb of Alabama, Dockery of Missouri, For- 
ney of Alabama, McMillin of Tennessee, 
Mutchler of Pennsylvania, Oates of Alabama, 
and Wise of Virginia, who are members of 
the present House. 

These eight men saw nothing unconstitu- 
tional in the amendment to the Sundry Civil 
bill appropriating money from the public 
Treasury to the New Orleans Cotton Exposi- 
tion and voted for it.

GARBAGE AND HEALTH. 

The latest annual report by the Chicago 
Commissioner of Health is a valuable docu- 
ment on the whole, but contains a needless 
defense of, or apology for, the sanitary meth- 
ods which are about to be superseded by far 
better ones. Commissioner Ware pretends to 
think well of the present miserable mode of 
disposing of garbage by dumping it into brick- 
clay holes in the outer wards of the city, and 
writes in commendatory terms of the useless 
ward inspectors who neglect to inspect. But 
he expresses a hope that the service will be 
annexed to the Police Department soon and 
suggests the advisability of building at least 
four crematories for garbage at convenient 
points. As this and more had been re- 
solved on the recommendation comes 
too late to be of practical use. He 
favors the scavenger work being done by the 
city, stating that the operation of the contract 
system is unsatisfactory. He thinks it would 
be well to make a test by supplying one of the 
divisions of the city with a municipal scaven- 
ger plant, ana similarty equipping the other 
divisions later if thought desirable. He treats 
of the necessity of paving all the streets and 
alleys as an aid to sanitation, wants an in- 
crease in the number of building inspectors, 
when those now employed “do not earn their 
salt, and stands up valiantly for the quality 
of the water supply, which ne describes as 
superior in purity to that of any other city of 


| first magnitude. 


It scarcely required the labored effort of 
General Sanitary Officer Walter V. Hayt to 
convince the public that everything has been 
done in the sanitary inspection and the seaven- 
ger service that could have been done with the 
funds at disposal, Wellinformed people

day’s journey.” Conceding ali that, it does 
not furnish an iota of proof that 


the said sanitary police ever have done 
half the duty they are paid to perform. There 
is other reason in the report for thin king that 
Dr. Hayt attaches more importance to the 


ornamental than tothe practical in his de- 


partment. It may be true, as he intimates, 
that the polite letter prepared by a type- 
writer turneth away the kicker more et- 
fectively than a club wielded by a strong 
man,” but it is not ef so much sanitary value 
as the removal of a single pound of garbage. 
The money of the people is supposed to be 
paid out for the cleaning of the city, not for 
smoothing down the fur of a few who may 
fancy their backs have been rubbed the 
wrong way. Doubtless the expenditure for 
typewriting that will produce such results 
makes things pleasanter in the office, but it 
does not improve the condition of the streets 
and alleys or effect the removal of a single 
dead dog. 


THE CANTING HYPOCRITE OF THE BIG 


MIAMI, ‘ 

The despicable hypocrisy of Mr. Holman of 
Indiana was illustrated beautifully at the close 
of Monday’s session.

National Fair with a little old silver for which 
it has no use, “ moved to suspend the rules to 
pass a bill appropriating $60,000 for the relief 
of certain Mississippi flood sufferers.” 

No thought of unconstitutionality suggested 
itself to him. Such objections are to be raised 
only against great national undertakings 
and those which are located in Northern 
States. The gentleman did not suggest that 
the State in which these alleged sufferers lived 
should take care of them, and that the govern- 
ment was not a relief and aid association for 
Southern beggars. He did not call attention 
to the necessity for economy or the lack 
of funds in the Treasury. All the points he 
has been making against the World’s Fair 
subscription, and which, if sound; apply with 
irresistible force to this donation, went clean 
out of his mind.

As one goés north from the Ohio his rule is 
reversed, It is permissible to build a dam on 
the Big Miami where if empties into the Ohio 
and charge its cost to the Federal Treasury, 
but it is “ unconstitutional to aid a Nation- 
al World’s Fair ordered by Congress which is 
to be held as far north as Chicago. Were it 
to be held at New Orleans Holman would 
have no constitutional scruples and if any one 
were to filibuster against an appropriation 
Holman would be the first to denounce him. 

Certainly this Holman isa low creature. He 
is a relic of those fawning Northern dough- 


faces who took delight in being the house

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THAT CICERO “ BRIBERY ” CASE.

Said to Have Been a Scheme to Break Up 
an Alleged Contractors’ Ring. 

It is now declared that there has not only 
been no bribery in connection with the bid- 
ding for the Ridgeland avenue sewer in 
Cicero but not even an attempt at bribery. 

It is said that the alleged, offer of $5,000 
for the information as to the lowest bid was 
‘made for the purpose of breaking up an al- 
leged contractors’ ring, and, also, that it was 
made for the very object that has apparently 
been obtsined—namely: that of having the 
present bids made public and rejected and 
new bids “advertised for, thus giving other 
contractors an opportunity to figure on the 
contract with the lowest of the first lot of bids 
as a basis. 

William Fellows, employed in the County 
Treasurer’s oftice, is reported to have admit- 
ted that he was the man who went to Con- 
tractors H. J. Ulman and — ey Coombs with 
the offer of $5,000 for inside information re- 
garding the bids. Mr. Fellows, it is reported, 
says he told Ulman and Coombs that if he 
could get the information he could probably 
find a contractor who would pay $5,000 for the 
contract, the money to be given to churches 
or charity. He says, ageording to reports, 
that he had no particular contractor in view 
and that he mentioned $5,000 merely as a nom- 
inal sum to ada clearness to his offer and give 
it a definite character.

TO MAKE IT HOT FOR KERN, 
— — 


County Board Determined to Know Some- 
thing About the County Treasury. 
President Green of the County Board gath- 
ered together his Finance committee early 
yesterday morning, for the purpose of mak- 
ing a final demand for the much longed for 
tax warrants from County Treasurer Kern. 
The committee was just on the point of de- 
scending upon Mr. Kern, when the following 

letter was handed to the President: 

Hon. John M. Green, President of the Board of 
County Commissioners—Sir: Referring to the 
demand made upon me by thé Finance commit- 
tee of your honorable board that I should after 
office hours turn over the tax warrants in my 


hands for collection to accountants employed by 
you for examination, I would most respectfully 


say that I cannot, in justice to myself or my 
bondsmen, comply therewith, The tax war- 
rants are in no sense public res- 
ords while they are in the bands 
of either the Town or County Col- 
lector, nor are they books of account. 


They are the books upon which the taxes for all 
municipalities of this county are extended,and the 
County Collector and his bondsmen are responsi- 
ble for every dollar of tax embraced therein, and 
until ections are finished and his list of 
credits for uncollected taxes taken off he could 
not allow any one of his own bonded, — 
to have access to them. The money responsibility 
is too great to permit me to take the slightest 
risk in the matter, Respectfully, 
CHARLES KERN. 

On the receipt of this documeut the commit- 
tee retraced its steps to its room and immedi- 
ately sat in session and pondered over this 
ultimatum. This letter of the Treasurer 
did not seem to increase the regard which the 
Finance committee had for Mr. Kern. 

After discussing it at length Commissioner 
Stauber made a motion that the committee 
recommend to the board that the County 
Treasurer be removed from vffice for non- 
compliance with the law. Commissioner Bur- 
meister concurred with Commissioner Stau- 
‘ber, but Commissioner Ballard opposed the 
resolution on the ground that he had doubts 
as to the right of the committee to make the 
recommendation. Upon reading the instruc- 
tions given the committee by the board at the 
last meeting of that body, it was found that 
the com inittee was not ordered to make any 
recommendation to the board, out simply to 
count the funds in the Treasurer’s hands and 
report oa the state of affairs in the latter’s 
office. In view of this fact Commissioner 
Stauber withdrew his motion and the meeting 
adjourned. It will consult with County At- 
torney Henry on his) return to the city in a 
few days, and will then have another meeting 
to consider what report to make to the board. 

The members of the County Board, if they 
have the power under the law, will certainly 
make it hot for Mr. Kern, They are deter- 
mined to find out the exact state of his bal- 
ances, and whether he draws interest on the 
public funds. 


PERKINS STILL PRIVATE SECRETARY, 


| N 
McClaughry’s Right-Hand Man Hasn’t Re- 
signed Yet—Jamieson’s Duties. 

Private Secretary T. L. Perkins, Maj. Mo- 
Claughry’s iright-han@ man, did not resign 
yesterday, but there seems to be little doubt 
that he will do so within g few days. There is 
no question but the Mayor heartily dislikes 
Mr. Perkins, though it is not authoritatively 
asserted that Mr. Washburne ever demanded 
Mr. Perkins’ resignation or removal. 

Chief McClaughry positively denied yes- 
terday that he had received Mr. Perkins’ 
formal resignation, but he admitted that his 
pr.vate secretary had as much as declared his 
determination to resign on account of having 
incurred the Mayor’s displeasure. 

“A few days ago, said Mr. McClaughry, 
„ the Mayor made a complaint against Mr. 
Perkins. In effect it was that my private sec- 
retary had acted almost rudely towards visit- 
ors awaiting admission to my office, and that 
representatives from the Mayor received bad 
treatinent at Mr. Perkins’ hands. Of course I 
mentioned the Mayor’s complaint to Mr. 
Perkins and he seemed much hurt. He said 
he had done his best under trying circum- 
stances and that everybody seemed bent on 
making his situation unpleasant for him. He 
appeared to be much worried and discouraged 
and said that he thought that he had better 
get out. I repiied that that was a matter for 
him to decide.” | 

In interviews with Mr. Perkins he said that 
Dr. Jamieson was unfriendly toward him be- 
cause he did not pay enough attention to de- 
mands for appointments or removals of offi- 
cers. With reference to this the Chief said: 
Mr. Perkins had nothing whatever to do 
with Mr. Jamieson’s requests for removals or 
appointments. He sent in his orders and I 
gave them attention. If I found that it would 
be to the disadvantage of the force to carry 
them out I disregarded them, and Mr. Perk- 
ins had nothmg whatever to do with such 
matters. It was well understood that I should 
use my discretion in such matters, and so far 
as I know my action never gave offense to 
Mr. Jainieson, The Marsh matter antedated 
this trouble by several days, and Mr. Perkins 
had nothing at all to do with that correspond- 


ence,

tive is offensive and makes a complaint 
against him of course I consider it perfectly

Dr? Jamieson refuses to be mixed up in the 
unpleasantness, though the Democratic organs 
are trying to make capital out of his alleged 
attitude and out of his position.

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{COBB'S DRINKS MIXED. 


WHISKY, BEER, AND BEEF TEA ON 
ITE SAMB DAY. 


The Representative Declares to the Com- 
mittee That He Had Not Taken Enough 
to Become Intoxicated—He Drank the 
Beef Tea and Only Sipped the Whisky 

_-Ex-Speaker Reed and John De Witt 


Discussion—Another Pinkerton Inquiry. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 2.—Mr. Cobb 
took the stand in his own defense today be- 
fore the committee investigating the Watson 
charges. For several days before he made 
the speech in question, Mr. Cobb said, he was 
engaged in laborious work gathering ma- 
terial and preparing his argument. His throat 
troubled him and he had, before beginning his 
remarks, requested an employé of the House 
to bring him a cup of beef tea. 

Surely beef tea is a mild and non-intoxi- 
cating liquid, said Mr. Cobb, and it was a 
frequent thing for members to refresh them- 
sel ves with it during a speech.“ 

He had called for beef tea because it was 
warm and soothing to the throat. From time 
to time he had the cup sent back and replen- 
ished, in order to exchange the cold tea for 
hot tea, and from that vircumstance he 
thought all the trouble had grown. It was 
not true, he said, as had been asserted by Mr. 
Watson, that he had said to a page, Bring 
me some more whisky.”’ 

“The point is this,“ said Mr. Cobb, no 
one could have heard me ask a page to bring 
me some whisky, for I never said it.” 

Whether whisky was brought by a page and 
placed on his desk for the beef tea he did not 
know. He was too much engaged at the time 
in his argument to notice who placed it on his 
desk. Whether a page or a friend whom he 
had requested to bring some stimulants had 
brought it, he was not prepared to say. 

Mr. Cobb acknuwled that some whisky 
was brought him during the course of the 
evening and placed on his desk. It had been 
brought by a friend and he had used it only to 
relieve his throat. If it affected him in véice 
or manner he was not conscious of it. He 
was as sober then as he was now. 

It was true he had drank a little beer during 
the ay | 

Mr. Watson at this point interrupted the 
proceedings by asking Judge Cobb how he in- 
dicated that the beverage was out and that he 
wished the cup replenished, to which the an- 
swer was that so far as he (Mr. Cobb) re- 
membered he had said to a friend that he 
wanted a little whisky or some stimulant. 
He hardly thought, though, that his re- 
mark was loud enough to be 
any distance. Any one who said he 
had asked a page to get him whisky 
was mistaken. When the whisky was put be- 
fore him he had sipped.it two or three times 
and when he concluded his remarks he took 
another sip, but he was not made drunk by it 
nor did his state approach intoxication. 

After a sharp colloquy between Mr. Boat- 
ner and Mr. Watson, during which the latter, 
though expressing his miration for Mr. 
Cobb, reiterated the statement that he be 
lieved he was intoxicated on the occasion 
mentioned, the committee adjourned. 


INFORMAL TARIFF DISCUSSION, 


Ex-Speaker Reed and John De Witt War- 
ner Exchange Arguments for an Hour. 
Wasurneton, D. C., Aug. 2.—[Special. |— 

There was a tariff debate in the House this 

afternoon between ex-Speaker Reed and John 

De Witt Warner of New York. The House 


had adjourned, and the speech of 
neither of the debaters will appear in the 
Congressional Record. Mr. Dolliver of Iowa 
was reproaching Warner for misquoting some 
statistics about the profits of manufacturers. 
Reed pricked up his ears, and Warner ad- 
dressed his reply to the ex-Speaker. Mr 
Reed drawled.out one of his peculiarly ex- 
asperating questions, which took Warner ten 
minutes to answer. Then the ex-Speak- 
er picked up, the Revised Statutes 
and quoted to show where the tariff 
reformer had been mistaken about existing 
laws. From this the discussion drifted into 
the general question of the tariff. Reed would 
give his views in half a dozen Crisp sentences, 
and it would invariably take Warner ten min- 
utes to answer. There were between thirty 
and forty members of the House around the 
Capitol at the time and the tariff talkers soon 
had them for an audience. After an hour’s 
interchange of views the disputants concluded 
they had gone over the whole ground and ad- 
journed. But Warner was so full of the tariff 
that he could not rest until he had backed one 
of the into a corner and explained to 
the boy the foundation of free trade and the 
iniquity of the tariff. 


MORE PINKERTON INVESTIGATION. 


A Committee of Seven Senators to Be Ap- 
pointed for This Work. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 2.—The resolution 
reported from the Committee on Education 
and Labor for the appointment of a select 
committee of seven Senators to inquire into 
the organization and employment of the Pink- 
erton forces, and under what authority they 
were employed and used in labor controver- 
sies, came up in the Senate. 

Mr. Sherman stated the reasons why he 
thought the question should not be taken up 
now. The House of Representatives had al- 
ready taken up the question and examined 
into the matter. The subject involved to 
some extent the domain of a sovereign State. 
The offense referred to in the resolution had 
originated in an old and well ordered commun1- 
ty. The third reason why it should not be 
acted on now was that the Senate itself was 
half alive and half dead, waiting to close its 
session in peace and with hardly enough 
Senators present to constitute a quorum. 
Still he was bound to say that the principal 
question raised as to whether any man or 
corporation might employ armed men was an 
important one. He doubted whether any 
corporation had a * to hire such persons. 

Mr. Palmer replied to Mr. Sherman’s ob- 
jections and favored the proposed investiga- 
tion, saying that the importance of it could 
not be overstated. The country would be 
startied at the amount of information that 
would be collected as to the extent to which 
such dangerous semi-political and semi- 
military organizations, responsible neither to 
God nor man, were employed. They ought 
to be hunted down as enemies to mankind.” 

Mr. Vest also favored the proposed investi- 
gation, and said that the Pinkerton force had 
ceased to be a detective bureau and was now 
astanding army. He described the foray and

DEATH OF JUDGE JOHN PITCHER, 


The Oldest Jurist and Mason in This 
' Country—A Friend of Lincoln. 

Mount Vernon, Ind., Aug. 2.—[Special.]— 
This morning at half-past 5 o’clock the vener-. 
able Judge John Pitcher died at his home in 
this city, aged nearly 98 years, lacking only 
twenty days. He was bornin Watertown, Conn., 
Aug. 22, 1794, and when 17 years old began the 
study of law and was admitted to the barin 
1815. The following year he came West and 
stopped a short time at Cincinnati, but after- 
wards went to St. Louis, Mo. In 
1820 he returned to Spencer County, Ind., 
where he served a term as Sheriff and where 
he was elected to the State Senate from the 
counties of Spencer and Perry. 1834 or 
1835 he came to Posey County and located in 
Mount Vernon, where he has ever since re- 
sided. Here he was elected J * of the cir- 
cuit com posed of Posey, Gibson, Vanderburgh, 
and Warrick Counties. He was probably 
oldest living Mason in America, having been 
initiated into the order in 1816 as a member of 
Federal No. 171 at Watertown, Conn. Whil 
living in Spencer County he became inti- 
mate friend of Abraham Lincoln and loaned 
him the first law ks he ever read. 
He was wmtarried twice and became the 
father of thirteen children, only two of whom 
survive him—Gen. Thomas G. Pitcher, a 
graduate of West Point, now on the reti 
list, residing at Washington, D. C., and a 
physical wreck from paralysis, and Mrs. Kate 
Whiteworth, who has affectionately cared for 
me Judge during his thirteen years of invalid 
ife. ) |

It is favorably situated, as 
the planet Mars now passes nearly overhead, 
or within about 16 degrees of the zenith of that 
observ: tory, giving nearly the minimum of 
atmosphere to interfere with the study of the 
physical features of the planct. 

Only 35,100,000 Miles Away. 

Mars will be nearest to the earth Saturday 
next, the distance then being but about 35, 
100,000 miles. Ihe opposition occurs a little 
earlier, but it will not then be in the most 
favoraoie position for study, being too near 
the earth’s moon, which will pass the planet 
(leaving it alittle to the south) about 10

The telegrams from Lick observatory, pub- 
hghed ih Tas Trrsunz Monday and yester- 

„told what had been observed there up to 
date. Thetwo principal points mentioned 
were, first, that the eclipses of the two little 
moons that circle around Mars had been ob- 
served accurately, enabling the astronomers 
to arrive at a much closer estimate than be- 
fore of the sizes of those minute objects, and 
these observations may also lead to greater 
precision in the knowledge of the elements of 
their orbits; and, second, that the markings 

on the planet, which had been supposed to be 
double and indicating design in construction, 
are not double. 

If course it is impossible to say what further 
may be done, but probably little besides a 
more accurate mapping of the Martial sur- 
face, a8 two or three of telescopes through 
which it is now being studied are much larger 


than the biggest that was available at the op- 


position fifteen years ago. But when it is re- 
membered that at that time the two moons of 
Mars formed a pair of most intensely inter- 
esting discoveries, which nobody had dreamed 
of since Dean Swift made his fanciful al- 
lusion to them in the early part of the last 
century, it may not be well to be too confi- 
dent that some equally startling new feature

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OPPOSITION OF MARS. 


(The diagram shows the relative positions of the 
sun, earth, and Mars when Mars is in opposition 
to the sun at the close of this week. The planet 
is not far from perihelion, or that point in his 
orbit which is nearest the sun, and the earth is but 
about five weeks past her aphelion. or that point in 
her orbit where she is farthest from the sun. The 
circle at E represents the relative position of the 
earth when sufficiently out of the solar rays to 

— earth signals to be seen by observers on 

The case may be further illustrated by ref- 
erence to the fact that Venus cannot be seen 
except when at much more than its least dis- 
tance from the earth. The smallest distance 
between the earth and Mars at which earth 
signals could be seen from that planet, is 
about twice the 35,000,000 miles that now 
separate the two. That is, the diameter of a 
signal on the earth to be seen from Mars 
would have to be at least twice the diameter 
of asignalon Mars that could be seen from 
the earth, supposing the telescopic power to 
be equal in the two cases. But there is an- 
other consideration which renders the prob- 
lem a still more difficult one. There is some 
reabon to believe that the workings on the sur- 
face of Mars could not be discerned distinctly 
if 1ts atmosphere wers as dense as the earth’s. 
The telescopes can pierce the atmosphere of 
Mars, which is cortainly not more than three- 
quarters the density of the earth’s, and per- 
haps not much more than one-half. It is by 
no means certain the inhabitants 
of Mars could look out through their 
own atmosphere and down through the earth’s 
and see at the bottom of the latter the divis- 
ions between land und water surfaces, or make 
out any but the most intensely brilhiant sig- 
nals that could be displayed. The people of 
the earth could not hope, therefore, to con- 
struct anything, however vast, that would be 
recognized by the Martial people, unless it 
were hrilliantly lighted up by electricity over 
the whole area. So it will be seen that the 
riches of a continent would have to be ex- 
pended on such a work in order for there to 
be any reasonable hope of success in signal- 
ling to Mars, on the supposition of that planet 
being inhabited by persons as intelligent as 
the people of the earth. >. 


MAY TEST THE EXCLUSION ACT. 


Interesting Decision at Detroit in Which 
the Law Is Upheld. 

Considerable interest is manifested by the 
customs and revenue officials in this city in 
the decision fendered in Detroit upholding 
the Chinese Eftiusion law. The case before 
the court was an appeal from the decision of 
a Commissioner. Four Chinamen who were 
smuggled across the line from Canada were 
arrested by the United States authorities and 
after a trial before a Commissioner were sen- 
tenced to six months’ imprisoninent and aft- 
erwatd to be deported to China. 

The Chinamen appealed from the decision, 
but it was approved bythe court. The China- 
men now announce their intention to carry 
the case to the United States Supreme Court. 
The officials in this city say that under the 
strict interpretation of the law the Chinamen 
should remain imprisoned until their appeal 
is decided. Sec. 5 of the act specifies that no 
bail shall be allowed in an application for a 
writ of habeus corpus, but that the applica- 
tion shall be heard without unnecessary delay. 

„ is possible,” said an official at the 
Custom- House, that this case may deter- 
mine the constitutionality of the law. Of 
course, until the question is decided we shall 
continue to enforce it. 

The authorities in this city have not been 


called upon to pass On any case under the new 


law. It ** the revenue and customs in- 
e 


oints where Chinese enter the 
country. The feature of the act which re- 
quires the registration of all Chinese laborers 
in the country bas not yet been put in opera- 
tion. This is owing to the Treasury Depart- 
meat not having issued the necessary rules 


and regulations in regard to the matter. 


Shortly after the passage of the law a circular 
letter was issued by the department announ- 
eing that instructions would be given within 
ashort time. Since then the Secretary’s only 
the Chinese law was the 
one issued June 15, forbidding the transit of 


Chinese through the country under bonds—a 


ractice which had been in vogue for a long 
ti It was suggested yesterday at the Cus- 


tions grew out of the deadlock in Congress 
and the failure to appropriate money to carry 


on the government. 


Sec. 6 of the act, according to the inspect- 


ors, is the feature of the law which is likely to 
give the authorities the greatest trouble in 
enforcing the spirit of the law. This requires 


that all Chinese laborers entitled to remain in 
the country shall obtain a certificate of resi- 


dence. Failure to do so subjects him to de- 


rtation from the country. The difficulty 
which will arise will be in separating the la-

Johns, and the Canadian 
Government has exerteu itself uncommonly 
in connection with raising and forwarding 
this fund. Many honeyed messages have 
passed between the Canadian and Newfound- 
land Premiers. 

By bringing N2wfoundland into the union 


with the Dominion the latter would control 
| the valuable fisheries and the island markets 
and incidentally provide another means of re- 
taliation against the United States in the im- 
position of increased customs taxation on 


American imports and in the enforcement of 


the Canadian fishery regulutions on American 


vessels in Newfoundland waters. 

MontTreau, Que., July 29.—Montreal having 
the most intimate trade relations with New- 
foundland, is naturally taking the most active 


interest in the present agitation for the an- 


nexation of that island to the Dominion of 
Canada. The Daily Witness, a. goyernment 
journal that is strongly urging the acquisition 
of Newfoundland by the Dominion, says: 

Our governmeut has been justified in tak- 
ing an intense interest in the pr ings of 
Newfoundland at Washingten, and if she could 
find any reasonable ground for the doctrine 
that the foreign relations of our fisheries and 
those of Newfoundland are matters of indi- 
visible interest our government is right in as- 
serting this view with all its power. Our be- 
lief is that nature has put such ap gs oma 
Canadian interests mto the keeping of New- 
ſoundland that the wise course for us is to 
make whatever sacrifice may be necessary to 
consolidate our interests with theirs. 

The Wiiness continues: We know that in 
using these arguments we dre, as it were, giv- 
ing our government away in its negotiation 
for union. But solongas there are those 
among ourselves who need to have their at- 
tention drawn to these plain facts it is only 
fair to look them in the face. We think that 
all Canadians who desire that Canada shail 
have a future of her own will agree with us as 
to the importance of settling this matter. In 

king to have 16 justly settled we should 
ave as allies all Newfoundlanders who do not 


lock on annexation to the United States as a 
desirable or necessary destiny of their island. 


“Ifthe Newfoundlanders could obtain a 
et bas treaty with the United States on 
the lines of the Blaine-Bond negotiations they 
would be satisfied, and the question of annexa- 
tion, for a time, at any rate, would be relegat- 
ed to the background, both as regards Canada 
and tne United States. The bulk of New- 
foundland’s trade is done with the Ugited 
States, although Canada is entering into 
closer business relations with the island every 
year. With annexation to Canada the Yankees 
would loose this trade. For instance. at the 
present time in the neighborhood of $850,000 
worth yearly of flour is consumed by New- 
foundland, and the greater portion of this is 
American flour. There is now a duty of 30 
cents per barrel on Canadian and American 
flour alike gomg into Newfoundland; and if 
Newfoundland were a part of the Dominion 
American flour would have to pay the Ca- 
nadian duty of 75 cents per barrel, while Ca- 
nadian flour would of course enter free. 

Newfoundland at present purchases all 
her pork supply from the Sfates, and were 
the island a province of the Dominion Ameri- 
can rk would be simply shut out, as it 
would be subject to a duty of $6 per barrel as 
compared with the present duty of $1.75. The 
vexatious Canadian fishery laws would also 
be put in force against the American fishing 
fleet which operates on the cod banks, as 
these vessels would be forced to take out bait 
licenses under the Canadian modus vivendi, 
whereas now they procure their bait fora 
nominal sum.“

part of our government, we shall not be sur- 
prised to see a singular change in the attitude 
of Canadian political parties. The Tories, in

commercial union; while the Liberals, per- 
ceiving that the time has gone by when we 
might have welcomed their plan of unre- 
stricted reciprocity, may stand forth boldly 
as advocates of annexation to the United 
States. We find au indication of sucha 
change in the position of the Liberals in a 
well-reasoned and vigorous articie on the sub- 
ject of continental union--the new name for 
annexation—which lately appeared in the Sig- 
nal, a newspaper printed in Goderich, Ont. 

The Signal begins by dismissing the notion 

ropagated in ir desperation by Canadian 
oyalists, that the day may come when Cana- 
dian producers will aequire a monopoly of the 
British market through the imposition of 
preferential duties on rival -American com- 
modities. The hope of obtaining such a mo- 
nopoly at the hands even of the Britien Tories 
was shattered by Lord Salisbury in his speech 
and was subsequently buried be- 
yond the hope of resurrection when Sir 
Charies Tupper’s resolution favoring the sub- 
jection of American staples to only a 
slight discriminative duty was resolutely voted 
down by the representatives of British indus- 
try and trade. : 

The Canadian farmer, therefore, has no 
chance of relief through legislation at West- 
minster, and finds himself in a predicament 
from which the only avenue of escape is free 
access to the country which constitutes his 
natural market. 

The Signal concludes with warning the Ca- 
nadian agriculturists that under the régime of 
exciusion from their natural market they are 
gradually bleeding to death, and that their

They secured by a series of protracted experi- 
ments immunity from the Smoke F’revention 
Society until Sept.1. At that time they will 
probably claim that navigation will soon be 
closed, and that. when this is done they will 
make the necessary repairs. Mr. Dunham’s 
action, in connection with the Smoke Preven- 
tion Society’s experiments, indicates that a 
series of suits vigorously pushed would be the 
best argument possible in his case. He al- 
lowed his tugs to be used wich the understand- 
ing that if any damage was sustained from 
the experiments he would be reimbursed. 
When the experiments were concluded he re- 
fused for a long time to express an opinion as 
to whether any damage had been sustained or 
not. After gaining as much time as possible 
by such procrastination, it was finally decided 
that no serious damage had been done to the
